(Con(itine(f from liagcone) • 
vclopcr . said Grandwood Park 
has Us own plant large enough 
to liaifcllc the projected increased 
load. He is working with stale 
officials on' maint;iining specifi- 
cations on effluent. 

Housing Development subcom- 
mittee chairman Allan Pickus, re- 
ported that his group has siir- 
vcycd the caslcrn two-thirds of 
the county, chose twenty possible 
locations for new developments 
and selccled. four siles for im- 
mediate attention. Pickus said the 
four sites could accommodate 
about 7,000 housing units and 
might be ready within a year if 
the subcommittee can x;ncouragc 
developers lb act. 

"It is the feeling of our su^^ 
committee," Pickus said, "lo ex- 
clude any federal involvement 
on those proposed pilots project 
in' the interest of lime. We know 
it requires about six months of 
paper woilt and waiting just lo 
get a. federally-subsidized project 
under way. We want these de- 
velopments to be privately fi- 
nanced." 

One member of the study com-" 
mittce questioned whether social 
as Well as "'economic aspects" of 
planned .developments are being 
conliidcicd. Another member of 
, the subcommillcc, Lester Simon, 
answered saying the size of one 
proposed site would allow for 
planning a project large enough 
to include in its scope every eco- 
nomic range, and aim at. solu- 
' lion of any and all possible social 
problems as well. He said it 
could be a dcmonstratiotx project 
^vliich would capture the Imagina- 
tiort of the entire county. 

In other action, the members 
voted to approve a motion for 
request of limited fiinds from the 
county to secure the assistance 
of a professional consulting ser- 
vice should it be required to com- 
plete the study. Chairman Ken- 
nedy suggested getting as much 
information as is aviiilabic from 
local Industry. He said it vvould 
take far too long lb wait for the 
results of the official 1970 census 
. to determine Lake'County popu- 
lation .(rends, "family size, and 
wants regarding housing require* 
mcnts. 
One oilier problem mentioned 
• at Friday's session ; >vas lack of 
manpower in Ihe'.building trades. 
It 'was pointed out there is a tre- 
mendous need "now for crafts- 
men. A commlUcc member in- 
dicaled that, perhaps (oo much 
emphasis is being placed on a 
college education for everyone in 
order to succeed in life when in 
reality the tradesmen arc mak- 
ing salaries comparable Id middle 
management personnel in indu* 
Iry.

and 3) to permit' citizens to pro- 
tect their homes from any intru- 
sion of sex-oriented advertising 
by preventing the potential send- 
er- from using tlie mails lo de- 
liver, such offensive material. 
Other measures may come later 
—designed lo improve the un- 
clean -atmosphcrc-that has de- 
veloped. 

However, it seems more prob- 
able that public revulsion will 
contribute more than ^Federal 
legislation. Much of today's im- 
morality ' is ncitiier cntertnuiing 
nor clever. Rather, it is cru<le 
and vulgar. Is it not possible 
that the active participants in 
this reign of immorality arc 
tlicmselves aWare of the low es- 
talc to which they have sunk? 



The Federal Fair Labor Stand- 
ards Act states that persons un- 
derlie, may not be employed in 
any of 17 non-agricultural occu- 
pations declared hazardous by 
the Secretary of Labor. For ax- 
ample. a youngster under' 18 
cannot operate an elevator, even 
if it's automatic, nor car he 
drive a motor vehicle as part of 
his job or be a member of a 
wrecking crew.

In order to hold most other jobs 
an employment certificate issued 
by the city or county superin- 
tendent of schools, or a duly au- 
thorize<I agent, must be obtained. 
. A youngster must apply in per- 
son for an employment cerlifi- 
cale. He should be accompanied 
by a parent ~6r guard iaiTTantl 
should bring the following papers: 

'1) A .statement' from his pros- 
pective employer describing the 
nature of the work he will be 
doing and specifying Ihe EXACT 
hours and days of employment. 

(2) Evidence of his age, pre- 
ferably a birth ccrtificalc. 

<3) A statement from his 
school principal. This is not' 
necessary if he is to be employ- 
ed only during school vacation.s. 

(4) A statement of physical 
fitness signed by a public licallh 
or public school physician, who 
has examined him. If a public 
health or public sciiool physician 
is unavailable, a statement from 
a private physician may be ac- 
cepted if his examination was 
made according to Department of 
Labor standards. =^.
